The general belief thivt the du- 
plicity of the British statesmen is delib- 
erate and in pursuance of their policy of 
keeping Europe divided into the two 
camps in order to facilitate English ag- 
gressions and encroachments in Africa 
and elsewhere haa received supposed 
eoulirination in the news of ])r. .iaite- 
son's venture. In spite of the dis- 
avowal of the British secretary of state 
for the colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, of 
any knowledge or responsibility for the 
step taken by Dr. Jameson, little doubt 
ie felt here that, it was prompted in high 
quarters.

A KNOTTY POINT IN LAW. 


Verdict 
of 
Manslaughter Illegal 


When Evidence Points to Murder. 
OAKLAND, January 4.—Louis Muhlner 


was in the superior court today for sen- 
tence on conviction of manslaughter for 
the killing of Jennie Lewis. A very 
knott-y point was raised by the court as 
to the legality of the verdict. The ques- 
tion aroee whether a jury could properly 
convict of manslaughter when the evi- 
dence justified a verdict of murder. 
Judge Frick said the point had never 
been squarely parsed upon by the su- 
preme court, and he believed 110 doubt 
surrounded it. 


Finally the court granled Muhlner a 


new trial on the ground that tho evi- 
dence did not justify a verdict of man- 
slaughter. Ho auid the verdict should 
have been either murder or acquittal. 


The district attorney announced that

'Emperor's reception of t!io United 
States ambaaaador, Mr. Theodore Kun- 
yon, was most cordial. Besides .the 
usual congratulations, hia majesty took 
pains to manifest the undisturbed rela- 
tions of intimacy between Germany 
and the United States, talking with Mr. 
Jlunyon mont pleasantly and amicably 
for some time. 
The anti-English feeling has been all 


along fed by the Bismarck press, which 
lias reproached the 
government for 


"truckling to English insolence," but 
the Kriipcror and tlio government have 
hitherto withstood these attacks. Now, 
however, a vigorous anti-English policy 
may undoubtedly be anticipated. 


Incidentally this has helped Germany 


to view the Ilriti ah-American dilliculty 
with different eyes. The anxiety here-

"WASHINGTON, January 4.—The session 


of the Venezuelan Commission lusted 
about one hour. A formal statement, 
aa far aa it waa deemed proper to make 
public, waa given aa follows: 


Justice Brewer was unanimously elec- 


ted president of tho commission and pro- 
ceeded to administer to Olnoy, Coudert 
and Gilman the following oath: I do 
Bolemnly-awear that I will support and 
defend tho constitution of the United 
States of America iigaitiet all enemies, 
foreign 
and domestic; 
that 1 will 


bear true faith ami allegiance to the 
same; that L take this obligation freely, 
without reservation or purpose of eva- 
eiun, and that I will well and faithfully 
discharge the duties of otlicc :is a mem- 
ber of the commission to investigate and 
report upon the location of the division- 
al line between the territory of the 
Republic of Venezuela and that of Brit- 
ish Guiana, etc. Commissioner Alvey 
then in turn administered the e:iiiie 
oath to President IViWftr. 


It was moved and "fcconded that the 


President designate a clerk to net for 
thH present eoasion of tho commission, 
and Walter Blandford was unpointed. 


Commissioner Coudert moved that 


a selection of quarters for the eommia- 
eion be left to President Brewer and 
Cominie.Hioner Alvey, which was ngn-ed 
o. 


Commissioner Gilman moved that in- 


quiry be made no to the beat map, 
allowing tlio physical characteristics of 
the territory in question, which ehonld 
be reproduced in convenient form for tlm 
use of the commission.

The direct 
rays of tho sun kill tbodiphthcria germ, 
bnt moifitnro nnd darkness favor its 
growth ami multiplication, fiuud housu- 
wiven, who open windows and shades to 
tho freo access of sun nnd air, aro prac- 
tical sanitarian.-*, lighting contagion and 
infection with tho best and most potvnt 
of all disinfectants That calK, poultry. , 
parrots and poino other of iho lower ani- 
mals nro sns-'coptiblo to diphtheria, and i 
often convey it tochildren and <ilhcrn, is 
lioyoud qnwLion. The rules of tho Illi- 
nois stale board of health for the Hup- 
pression and pi-evcution of diiihrheria 
havo ri'rngniKCrl this fact for years, and 
direct the reinoval of birds and other 
domestic pels iind tho exclusion of cats 
from the t-:!c!:rn<iin.
